Adviser cans ASHC approved student budget

A long-awaited budget approved at 
a special meeting by the Associated 
Students of Hartnell College Senate 
was shot down by that group’s 
adviser atthe Feb. 3 meeting of the 
governing board. 

At the board meeting, adviser Jose 
Madrigal enumerated these reasons 
for his action: 

— ”... the (special) meeting of Feb. 2 
is considered by my office as 
improper and not official because 
insufficient notice was given. 


— “The directives and deadlines 
given by my office were not met. 

— “The participating officers ... have 
not yet finalized and verified. their 
class schedules to comply with the 


nine unit minimum requirement for. 


holding ASHC office.” 


At the Jan. 20 board meeting 
Madrigal, who is also dean of student 
services, directed the ASHC senate to 
approve a budget and rules of 
procedures at their Jan. 28 meeting 

That meeting was cancelled. 


Instead, the senate met at a special 
meeting Feb. 2, which was not 
announced to the press and some 
student officers. 


Holding a meeting without 
advanced notification is a violation 
of the open meeting law pertaining to 
meetings of state agencies. 


“No new ASHC expenditures will 
be approved by the dean of students 
and the dean of management services 
(Dr. Victor Wm. Willits) until a 
budget is prepared, discussed and 


voted on at a formal ASHC meeting,” 
Madrigal announced. 

Madrigal said the budget approved 
Feb. 2 would not have fit the bill even 
if the meeting was valid. 

The projected income for the 
ASHC for academic year 80-81, as 
computed by Commissioner of 
Finance Daniel Bautista, is twice the 
realistic figure, Madrigal said. 

The ASHC senate was to review the 
budget Feb. 5, but the meeting was 
cancelled because it was. not 
publicized.

Editorial: ASHC meeting violates state law 


a The Associated Students of Hartnell College 
senate has violated the open meeting law 
pertaining to state agencies by holding an 
unannounced special meeting on Feb. 2. 


As the official student governing body of a 
community college, the ASHC senate is a state 
agency. 

The law states that when a written request is 
made, the location and time of special meetings 
must be announced 24 hours in advance to the 
press and any interested member of the public. 

The notification is to be extended to council 
members as well, but no written request is 
required. 

Despite two written requests, the Sentinel has yet 
to receive even one agenda or notification of an 
upcoming meeting from the ASHC senate. 


Consequently, we were not notified of the Feb. 2 
meeting. Moreover, at least two student officers 
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report they weren't informed of the time and 
location of the Feb. 2 special meeting. 


In fact, ASHC adviser Jose Madrigal says he was 
informed of the meeting only minutes before it 
began. 


Persons knowingly attending an unannounced 
special meeting are guilty of a misdemeanor under 
the state open meeting law, according to the 
California Newspaper Publishers Association. 


Once again, we emphasize that racism is not the 
issue. Instead, the issue is whether the ASHC senate 
is conducting business properly — in this case 
legally. 


We insist the senate do so in the future. A 
working relationship with the press is in some cases 
a courtesy, but in this case courtesy is transcended 
by law. 


And we expect the senate to follow the law.
